hundred y e a rs ago,

clear memory to the last and was a 
very entertaining 
talker 
regarding 
man and events of the remote past. 


“ Unele D r e w ’ wag the last s u r ­ 
vivor o f a family of nine children 
and w as born on the Holstein River 
in Knox 
county, 
Tennessee, 
two 
miles from Knoxville, in 1807, 
When 
the Mexican w a r was 
thrust 
upon 
the country a younger b rother 
of 
Mr. M a sse y 
volunteered. 
Although 
Mr. M assey w as forty y e a rs old at 
the time be did not volunteer and 
did not serve in the Mexican c a m ­ 
paign. 


He liked to discuss the events of 
the early days and often recalled 
the stirring 
incidents,, the 
excite­ 
m ent and enthusiasm 
displayed by 
his neighbors when news 
came that 
w a r had been declared. 
lie was very 
p ro u d o f General 
Andrew 
Ja c k s o n 
and claimed to be a relative of Mr-.

Gen. J a c k s o n saved Xew Orleans in 
the w a r o f 1812.

Much food for reflection is found 
in an article in the Daily Republi­ 
can last Friday, showing that in the 
last decade the vast sum of $868,000 
had been spent for new roads in 
Rush county. 
There was a general 
impression 
that there 
had been a 
mad rush to improve the highways 
locally in recent years, but it 
is 
doubt tul if anyone imagined the ex­ 
penditure was so great. 


No one should attempt to check 
such a worthy impulse— for highway 
improvement is

Some one ha- estimated that brick 
roads twenty-five miles in length and 
sixteen feet wide can be built

$225,000. 
In the last ten years we 
have spent four times that sum just 
in building new roads. That does not 
include the cost of upkeep, which 
last year alone amounted to $78,000 
- $3,1,000 of this was used on free 
gravel road- and $45.000 was .«.pent 
bv township trustee* for road pur­ 
poses.

Thakdoes not 
include the cost of upkeep, which 
last year alone amounted to $78,000 
—$33,000 of this was used on free 
gravel roads and $45,000 was spent 
by township trustees for road pur- 
poses.

There is a mass of other legisla- 


tion comprising the largest, longest 
and most important program of a de- 
cade. 
Since adjournment of 
the 


63rd congress last March a score 
of new and vital . questions 
have 


arisen in addition to many left over. 
Continuation of this session well 
into next summer is predicted by 
veteran legislators. 


There were the usual 
mammoth 


crowds in both senate and house'gal- 
leries, representing the eyes of "a 
hundred million Americans. Today's 
actual business was confined to the 
routine of swearing in new members, 
organization of both houses .and 
notification of the President of the 
legislative epoch. 


As the gavels fell at the stroke 


of 12 at both ends of the capitql, 
officials and spectators were sobered 
by the gigantic tasks looming ahead. 
Secretary Baker presided in the sen- 
ate in the' absence of vice-President 
Marshall and South Trimble, house 
clerk, in the lower body 
pending 


Speaker Clark's election. After the 
routine tasks both bodies adjourned 
until tomorrow to await the Presi- 
dent's message, according to ancient 
and legal precedent 


As complemented today, the result 


of congressional elections in Novem- 
ber, 1914, the Democratic majority 
in the senate was increased from 13 
to 16. In the house it was reduced 
from 143 to 24: The: new senate 
lineup today was: Democrats. 56' 
Republicans, 40. The new house: 
Democrats, 229; Republicans, 196; 
Progressives, 7; Socialists, 1; in- 
dependents, 1. The last house had 
286 Democrats, 125 Republicans, 17 
Progressives and 1 Independent. 
For the first tune since the 62nd con- 
gress the socialist party was again 
represented today, Meyer London of 
New York being the member. 


Re'-eleetion of President Wilson 


and continued Democratic control of 
the nation's destinies was conceded 
by most legislators to 'hang upon the 
results 
of this session. Political 


flavor was added to the day by the 
presence in Washington of the Dem- 
ocratic 
National committee, which 


meets tomorrow to decide the time 
and place of the 1916 Democratic 
national convention. A week later 
the Republican National 
committee 


meets here for the same purpose. 
The reconvening of congress..' was 
heralded among all party leaders as 
marking the opening of the 1916 
political campaign. 


Both legislative and political inter- 


est centered in the administration's 
billion-dollar national defence pro- 
gram.

A 
report issued by the Cleveland Foun- 
dation school survey .committee op- 
posed to Cooke's faction, predicts a 
repetition 6f the 1902 smallpox epi- 
demic in whieh 224 persons died, nn- 
ess the 1912 city ordinance requir- 
rig all school children to be vaccin- 
ated, it enforced at once. 


Cooke led the anti-vaccination 


fight in ,1010, -winning it after a hard 
fight. He resumed the fight immedi- 
ately the_ question came up 
again. 


Es contention is that as many 
death's result from the effects of yac- 
unation as result from the diseases, 
o prevent which the vaccination is 
jerformed.

disease," said Cooke today, "and

Bard Field and Miss Frances Joj- 
iffe, from San Francisco by motor 
bearing the 500,000-signature peti- 
tion asking Congress to pass the 
suffrage amendment.
